The firſt pait of my letter contained alſo a full 
ad ample teſtimony of Miſs Cott being the recorded daughter 
ef both David and Solomon, the young lady eſpouſed to me by 
divine ordinance, as recorded by both theſe manarchs, (God 
having revealed it ſo to me) and likewiſe, as a matter of 
courſe, the lady recorded to be Queen of the Hebrews, _ 
Io avoid the judgment of God, is an impoſſibility ; for 
WT whether a man goes up to heaven, or hides himſelf down in 
the earth, is not material, it will certainly diſcover and fall 
on him. That pronounced on King David, unfortunately 
reaches beyond himſelf, and now puniſhes two innocent per- 
ſons for his tranſgreſſion with an undeſcribable load of un- 
happineſs.

- when God, immediately prior to my revelation, gives one 


hamfelf; then, indeed, all the world will believe, and be ſorry 
they did not before. e 

The figurative denominations of fixed time have, I believe, 
operated in the minds of people as a ſtumbling block, if not 
Tuppoſed proots to their way of thinking that I was in an 
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error; eſpecially as an earthquake did not ialtantly take 
luce when I ſaid the fixth ſeal of the Revelation was opened, 
zorecable to the literal interpretation which that part, on 
readiag appears to have: but it is no ſuch thing; the reafon 
why no ſpace of time is mentioned, becauſe God conſiders 
the whole of the three years and a half to his view, but com- 
peratively as an Sour 5 Which ſhort interval of time he alludes 
to in the 14th chapter: where an angel is deſcribed as“ flying 
« through the midſt of heaven, calling on all nations and 
people to fear God and give glory to him, for the Hour of 
his judgment was come.“ In that verſe, he views the 
| fbort interval of three years and a half from announcing by 

my confinement, until its tremendons fulfilment, even in the 
ſpace of a man's life, as not to be of ſufficient conſequence to 
diſtinguiſh under any name. 

Tn the t2th"chapter of Daniel, the time expreſsly mention- 
ell by the angel that ſpeaks to him for the reſtoration of the 
Hebrews, is under the metaphorical terms of time, times, 
and half an half, which is within two years of the preſent of 
1798; as near a time, it muſt be allowed, as he conſiſtently 
could expreſs himſelf in the myſterious manner that he did, 
without diſcoyering the great number of years comprehended 
in each term. For the angel to have particularized the ſpace 
of time from then until now, under plainer terms, would be 
giving a clue to diſcover its myſtery, and lead the Hebrews 
to prepare for their reſtoration before the world was warned 
of the time, and before they were authoritatively command- 
ed from God to do it. To prevent, therefore, al! ſpeculative 
reaſoning or the vain calculations of man on the ſubject, he 
not only refuſes to inform Daniel, though earneſtly ſolicited, 
but wrapped up in ſuch impenetrable myſtery of expreſſion 
the 70>, 1400 and 175 years, as made it impoſſible to gueſs 
their extention of time, or be confidently known until the 
recorded perſon came, and God revealed it to him. From 
this 1t muſt be allowed that the three terms of time compriſing 
in them the 2275 years, could not be brought nearer the pre- 
lent than 1796; that is, two years after I publicly annonnce4

For the words of the angel to "Daniel are, And at that 


time ſhall Michael ſtand up, the great Prince, vrho ſtands 
* for the children of thy people, aud there ſhall be a time of 
trouble ſuch as never was ſince they were a nation to that 
D fame time; and at that time thy people ſhall be delivered, 

every one that ſhall be found written in the Bock.“ The

This fair ſtatement will, I hope, remove every doubt «©, 
tertained, and every objection raiſed, againſt myſelf as wal 
as againſt the preſcribed time mentioned by Daniel; lf 
the preſcribed time mentioned in the 11th chapter of the Re, 
velation to St. John, which this year is to terminate, agre, 
able to the ſolemn oath of the angel in the roth chapter. 

In the ſecond Book of Eſdras, particularly in ihe I2th 
chapter, I am deſcribed as coming up from the ſea ; which ü 
an inference plain enough that the deliverer of the Jews wouli 
profeſſionally belong to that element; it likewiſe gives, i 
part, the recorded fimihtude to the character of Moſes. De. 
{cription could not be plainer for a Prophecy that was to re. 
main unfulfilled for more than 2000 years, nor anſwer to any 
man more exactly than myſelf. In the 12th, or preceding 
chapter, I am denominated ** the anointed, whom the highel 
„ has kept,” &c.— I am, likewiſe, repeatedly called Son; 
{which every chriſtian is as well) but as it is myſelf, as re. 
ſtorer of the Hebrews, that is meant, it is very proper to 
notice it; becauſe, one objection made againſt me in the jur; 
room, by a member, was for aſſerting that I myſelf was the 
Son alluded to there, in anſwer to his interrogation ; al. 
though Eſdras, as well as the Angel that ſpeaks to him, call 
that fon a man; ſufficient, one might ſuppoſe, if nothing 
elſe, to diſtinguiſh him from God as Chrift : but all this ws 


not then obſerved, though undeniably as evident as the dy i 


light, fo very little read in divine hiſtory was my judge and 
juryman who aſked the queſtion, and who, beſides, ſecme! 


rather diſpleaſed that I ſhould acknowledge it: and yet 


ſtrange to tell, in the opinion of this gentleman, who poſſel. 
ſed far leſs knowledge than myſelf, I was to be condemned.

Re As I am fully convinced that Dr. Monro did not ſwear 


againſt me, or perſuade the jury, from any motives of ma- 
lice, prejudice, or intereſt, but to the artful perſuaſions of 
his deſigning colleague, I freely forgive him; the offence is 
done away, and I offer him a poſſeſſion in any part of my 
kingdom. It is not an error in judgment, which any man is 
liable to, or even an error in ſwearing, that prevents me 
from holding out a ſimilar free equital and forgiveneſs to Dr, 
Simmons ; but my nature, as a man, revolts at the cruely 
and injuſtice of his conduct to others, as well as his deſign 
againſt myſelf: inſtead of adopting that line of practice which 
will always diſtinguiſh the worthy man, he does not like, by

* my bulineſs is to keep them confined,” I mentioned this 
anſwer to the Commiſſioners who viſited a little time af- 
terwards; but from Dr. Simmons being a Fellow of the 
Royal Society, and Phyſician to a great Haritable inſtitution, 
they did not ſeem. inclined to believe he could utter ſuch very 
culpable and ſuch very weak language. That the commiſ- 
fioners have been impoſed upon by miſrepreſentation, as well 
wita reſpect to myſelf as to others, is moſt certain; or I am 
confident they would not allow ſuch actions to eſcape with 
impunity ; I ſay, I am confident, becauſe on complaining to 
them of repeated inſult offered to myſelf, they reprimanded 
the Doctor; and although it could not make him juft, yet it 
made him very civil for a conſiderable time after.

known, and which he has alſo appointed as a private matt 
of obeiſance to the chief of that people. From the many 
thouſands of Hebrews, ſlaves as well as free, that are gif, 
perſed over Europe and other parts of the world, from the

earlieſt times, it is not at all ſurpriſing that all knowledg, 


of their origia 1s loſt by multitudes of them Incorporating 
with their heathen maſters; and multitudes alſo turning 
chriſtians to avoid the injuries of perſecution, Now, many 
of theſe are diſcovered by the means which God hath ap- 
pointed, ſome of whom are very high in rank; others, very 
low; ſome very rich, and ſome very poor. It is mentioned 
in the Grſt chapter of Iſaiah, alluding to the latter times, 
that the Hebrews ſhall be known among the Gentiles.—ꝗth 
verſe. And their ſeed ſhall be known among the Gentiles, 
and their offspring among ſtrange people: all that ſee them 
"ſhall acknowledge that they are the ſeed which the Lord 
« hath bleſſed.“ Pow could this be fulfilled unleſs I publicly 
acknowledged them that are of Hebrew origin? And again, 
how could I know people at a diſtance to be of that deſcent, 
unleſs God appointed ſome ſign to diſcover them by? It is 
plain that it is not the viſible Hebrews that are meant, be- 
cauſe they are known as ſuch already; but it is the inviſible 
Hebrews, deſcended from the old, that are to be ſingled out 
and diſtinguiſhed from the ſtrange people they live among.

. bility of the future, by adopting the certainty of the preſent. 
7 The conſtruction put on my firſt and ſecond books of re- 
{ vealed knowledge, is abſolutely neceſſary to be noticed: For 


2 government that did not believe their origin to be divine, 
and had no knowledge themſelves beyond temporal affairs ; 
confidering the nation at war, and the diſturbed ſtate of Eu-

rectly againſt the mild and charitable precepts of his goſpel : 
for the :berty of falfehood and temptation to other enormi- 
ties, will be allowed to continue until the preſent time is x- 
pired, when the fire of the true Chriſt will deſcend from 
heaven and burn the wicked one out of the way.

ments, to make ſuch public ufe of them in their reſpective 
places as their belief and good ſenſe may dictate. I ſhall 
likewiſe ſend one, agreeable to the commands of God, to each 
foreign Ambaſſador in London, with my beſt compliments, 
tos their reſpective Sovereigns and Governments. 

Here I conclude with my fincere good wiſhes for all people ; 
and although I am forbid by the Lord God to urge any one 
now to believe what I have wrote ; yet, as I am not forbid 
to urge any one, or all, to turn to the parts of Scripture I 
have mentioned, and ſeriouſly conſider they are recorded to 
be fulfilled ſome time or other, I do moſt earneſtly recom- 
mend the reading with care ſuch parts, and reflecting on 
them moſt ſeriouſly ; for this is the hour of trial; it is the 
bour that tries the faith of every living ſoul on earth.

you be pleaſed to favour me ſo far, it ſhall never be repeated, 
Without putting you, however, to the, perhaps, diſagreeable 
trouble of writing to me in ſuch a place as this, characteriz- 
ed as I am by the malevolent and vicious, your declining to 
write will ſufficiently inform me of your ſentiments, and en- 
tirely acquit me of all paternal obligations from David and 
Solomon, and of all divine promiſes, through them, for you. 
For I do not require you to love where your willing inclina- 
tion does not freely lead, nor to write where your deliberate 
reaſon does not as freely approve. But I hope you do regard 
me; and to do juſtice to that bleſſed word, you will gene- 
roully acknowledge it, that the wiſhes of your forefathers, 
and the wiſe deſignation of Providence may be fulfilled in you. 
It is now neceſſary that you ſhould receive ſome account of 
myſelf. On the qth of March, 1795, I was arreſted by a 
warrant from the Secretary of State for treaſonable practiſes, 
though, God knows, as innocent as the new born babe of all 
ſuch crimes : but it was deemed neceſſary to charge me with 
ſomething, the more effeQually to prevent the circulation of 
the books that I publiſhed. The next day the Privy Cour- 
cil (to their honour I mention it) acted with ſuch politeneſs 
and benignity as to acquit me of all bad intentions. The 


words of the Lord Chancellor to the other members were de- 
hvered 
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hvered in a feeling friendly manner as follows: „ fee gg, 
thing in the words and behaviour of Mr. Brothers but wh 
is ſenſible and proper; he may withdraw.” 

Several of the members immediately ſaid, © yes, yes“ ce? 
tainly,” Here I could, with, more pleaſure, (for ſeveral of 
them are of the Jews) dignify the members of the Privy Coun. 

ail with ſuch new and reſplendent names as would make them 
great and. honourable in a kingdom very far ſuperior to the 
preſent, : but, alas, aſter retiring, prejudice undid the aſlo. 
niſhing favourable partiality that my preſence had obtained, 
Arcordingly, I was kept at the meſſengers ;.and, to make my 
name and ſituation appear the.more contemptible, I was viſited 
nearly three weeks by two Phyſicians, to diſcover if ] was 
inſane! ! ; Their queſtions and conduct, with the dark de. 
ſigning looks of one in particular, who was continually ſay. 
ing, he was authoriſed by the Council,” were highly re. 
prehenſible: what followed, I draw the veil of - forgiveneſs 
over, that the Council may not hereafter accuſe and condemn 
them. A commiſſion of lunacy under the great-ſeal was il. 
ſued ; a jury was impanelled; the phyſicians, poor men, 
iwore unjuſtly ; but one in particular appeared to be as de- 
crepid in his judgment, as he has fince fully manifeſted to me 
that he is weak in his intellect. The jury, notwithſtanding, 
(to their eternal honour I mention it) would not believe, till 
by much perſuaſion, as I was afterwards informed, they at 
lat reluctantly found a verdict againſt me!: This was ac- 
knowledged, immediately after in my preſence, by Dr. Munro; 
who very properly vowed at the ſame time never to be con- 
cerned in any ſuch tranſaction again, for any conſideration, 
or for any authority whatever. Conſcience evidently re— 
proached him: I with his colleague had ſaid the ſame ; and 
with equal candour leſt his reſlection on the thoughtleſs im- 
propriety of his conduct. I do declare, freely, that notwith- 
ſanding this ſingle act of an abſent mind, Doctor Munro is a 
gentleman, liberal in his ſentiments and polite in his beha- 
viour. He is a perſon I with well, and ſhould be happy to 
oblige ; for, in the main, he poſſeſſes a good heart; and no- 
thing, I am ſure, but the influence of miſrepreſentation could 
have ſarpriſed him into the violation of truth : therefore, L 
heartily forgive him. Since that time I have heard the moſt 
honourable teſtimony of this gentleman, under almoſt hmilar 
circumſtances to my own ; for he refuſed to ſwear away the 
intelle& of a man that was clandeſtinely confined in a mad- 
houſe : this inſtance of integrity is ſufficient to obliterate 
twenty faults ; the one againſt me has long vaniſhed before 
; 1¹ 
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Ii What I ſhall ſay hereafter of his obſtinate deluded col- 


league, will depend on his future conduct; for the paſt I for- 
ve him. The book which | wrote fince J came hither, com- 
plaining of his conduct. and for which he menaced my life, 


is the public teſtimony I empower to ſave him; for in the 


day of calamity no other can. Mr. F#4, a magiſtrate, who 


is mentioned in the ſame book, is of the Jews; his humanity 


entitles him to'favour, and he ſhall have it; he reflects luſtre 
on the government, but particularly on the Duke of Portland, 
under whom he is immediately employed. The connection 
of Doctor Simmons with Mrs. Holmes, who keeps this houſe, 
has likewiſe influenced her, though naturally of a good heart, 
as her generous care of her brother, nieces, and nephews fully 
proves, to ſpeak improperly of me: but the whole ſhall be 
forgiven. Let, indeed, their conduct and malevolent falſe- 
hoods deſerve public reprehenfion. One thing, however, I 
muſt obſerve in favour of the Doctor, which is, that my trial 
at the King's-Arms was conducted in a very unjuſt manner, 
as he has repeatedly acknowledged to me fince. After the 
concluſion of this mock trial, and a verdict given of ſome 
kind or other, (for to this day I have not been regularly in- 
formed) it was ſent concealed in a cover to the Privy Coun- 
cil; they, by letting it remain without notice for the five 
weeks which ſucceeded, plainly evinced a ſenfibility of its 
injuſtice, and the ſhameful proceedings attending it. At the 
expiration of this time, Doctor Simmons and his man were 
paid off and diſcharged; a circumſtance that muſt, in the eye 
of the law, ſappoſing the trial had been juſt, have done away 
entirely the torce of the verdict; and, as a matter of courſe, 
commanded my diſcharge: but the Lord Chancellor in a few 
days after, from mifrepreſentation J am inclined to believe, 
thought proper to commit me hither !!. Had it not been fo 
the ſcripture' would never be fulfilled, nor my two books, 
which comprehend the two parts of the goſpel, the two wir- 


14e of Chriſt, be figuratively killed by my own civil death, 


in the eye of the law, as a /uppoſed lunatic, This fituation 
of 2 nominal death, accompliſhes exactly the words of St. 
John, in the fifth chapter of the Revelation, which are, And 
1 beheld'a lamb as it had been flain.” What mighty pains 
have been taken to fulfil, without deſigning it, all that God 
foreſaw to provoke his utmoſt anger and vengeance ! Weak 
muſt that man be, indeed, that thinks to arreſt the arm of 
Providence in the execution of his will, or repel his judg- 
ments for the delivery of the oppreſſed. 

The goverament of this kingdom miſtake me entirely; for 
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J have nothing to do with politics or parties, monarchies c- 
republics, until my time of being revealed comes, when al! 
of every deſcription muſt acknowledge the Sovereign of the 
Jews as their head, and ſupport him and his people with their 
ſhips and property, agreeable to the declarations of God in 
different parts of the ſcripture, particularly the 12th verſe of 
the Goth chapter of Iſaiah. 

All nations under Heaven muſt aſſiſt the reſtoration of thy 
Hebrews, rebuild their capital, and make it the molt ſplendid 
I am very ſours 
that the government ſhould have been ſo incautiouſly hurried 
to take ſuch a courſe with me as 1t has; when, from every 
demonſtration of conviction to themſelves and evidence from 
without, there was not the leaſt neceſſity : ſeveral of its mem. 
bers I have teſtified are of Jewiſh extraction: and although! 
muſt, for my own honour, ſave them from the fatal conſequen. 
ces of divine judgment, which moſt certainly they fall underin 
a very high degree; yet a ſtigma will remain on their cha. 
racers in the public opinion for a long time to come. The 
King is likewiſe of the Jews, and he ſhall be ſaved, unleſs he 
wilfully reſolves to the contrary ; I truſt he will not: for the 
recorded judgment from the mouth of God, in the ryth chap. 
ter of the Revelation, will make no diſtinction where | do 
not Rand between it and the living. I ſhall be empowered to 
do great things, far greater than any man that ever has been 
on earth; it would be very hard then, if after recognizing 
concealed Jewilh families, I could only ſave them from the 
gulph of ruin, without being alſo able to raiſe them to, or 
confirm them in honour and abundance. 

When 1 was announced in £794, as the ſcriptural deſcen. 
dant of King David, to reſtore his kingdom and people in the 
latter days of the world, Gop immediately revealed me to 
ſeveral perſons, and made them publiſh their reſpective tel. 
timonies accordingly: among the number, in particular, was

ters, 2 man of ſenſe, and one of the worthieſt men br eathing- 
He fully merits all that wil be done for him. 
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Gr Mr. Hanchett {3 likewiſe. another gentleman fully conv in- 
all ad of the reality of my deſignation; he is a nan of fortunc 
he ad ſome of his eſtates lie in your own county: he has not 
eir N corſook me ig the leaſt, neither has his attention or friendſhip 
in Wt any time abated. He might with apparent propriety have 
of Wicopped all acquaintance with me, as the contemptuous treat- 

ment I ſuffered under made it appear highly improbable that 
he II mould be guided by the particular direction of Providence 
id to incur the like; but on the contrary he was not iu the leaſt 
y hock from faith, fully knowing the intentions of the Al- 
d mighty in my favour, however myſterious the circumſtances 
ry nich led to the accompliſhment of future events might ap- 
m pear. His faich and friendſhip were extraordinary great in- 
n- deed! He is one of the moſt honourable and worthy of men 
1 W--acd his reward will be moſt eminent for it.— This gen- 
n- W:leman has a daughter, Miſs Frances Hanchett, a young lady 


in Wabout fifteen, who is, ſimilar to Philip's in the Acts of the 


a. {Wpoſtles, favoured. with the moſt extenſive revealed know- 
ic edge of my deſignatien and character: Hor youth, amiabili- 
ty, and perfect innocence do not, to the moſt doubtful in be- 
lief, ſuggeſt, the leaſt imputation of art, deluſion, or deceit, 
It is this young lady that 1s alluded to by Solomon 1n his ce- 
lebrated prophetic ſong, as our young Aer,“ (far ſo the 
verſe ought to be tranſlated) and as ſuch you muſt ever regard 
and love her. This record of Solomon being fulfilled in the 
perſon of Miſs Hanchett, will always give her deſcendants the 
greateſt conſequence in the Hebrew empire, and hkewiſe add 
treſh luſtre to her father's name. I ſubjoin this teſtimony by 
divine command, in addition to what I have wrote already, 
that as the recorded daughter of Solomon, Miſs Frances Han. 
chett will be-acknowledged as a Princeſs, and ſupported as 
uch the moment I am revealed and the Hebrew kingdom be- 
gins, Her father alſo will be very great, not inferior to her: 
lo will Mr. Halhed likewiſe ; they will have abundance to 
lapport their new rauk and condition; but ſhe, though now 
joung and an immediate daughter, yet as being one of the 
two expreſsly recorded by Solomon for the purpoſe of thew-

There are, likewiſe, two other particular witneſſes of mine, 
Mr. Wright and Mr. Bryan, both very worthy men; the 
latter is a quaker, and has, as well as the former, publiſbed 
his teft:mony-of me: there are, beſides theſe nine or ten o- 
thers, worthy and excellent men which have alſo publiſhed 
their teſtimonjes by divine authority; they ſhall all be eſteem. 
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ed and highly honoured in the Hebrew kingdom. There 3. 
a great many of both ſexes that believe the reality of my cha. 
racer from divine information communicated to themſclye;, 
for otherwiſe, indeed, I ſhould never have one perion to wit, 

neſs the truth of it, as I have not at any time flattered or jy. 

vited them to give the leaſt credit to my publications: I lente 
it to God to give effect to his own words and deſigns, Wing 
and to whom he pleaſes; knowing, for certain, that it is im. 
poſſible for man, however zealous his endeavours, to 2ccon. 
pliſh it without. Yourſelf, I freely own, are an recen 
in ſome meaſure to this Fetten; ; for, as I love you with ths 
utmoſt affection, it is impoſſible but I muſt wiſh you to be 

lieve; and alſo with you to love me as ardently in returh. It 
would be unnatural to with otherwiſe and to be ſilent would 
be a weak proof of affeQion ; and I ſhould hold myſelf eulpa- 
bly negligent, as alſo unfeeling, if I did not uſe the ' juſt en. 
deavours in my power by communicating the fulleft informa, 
tien, in addition to this commanded, to eſtabliſh the faith ard 
affection of one dearer to me than any conſideration on earth, 

In addition to thoſe worthy perfons whom God made choice 
of to be my public witneſſes, I cannot omit with juſtice two 
female friends, Mrs. Green and Mrs. Moore ; they have put- 
licly declared in writing Mr. Brothers to be the reſtorer cf 
the Hebrews, as revealed to them from heaven: the firſt ct 
theſe two ladies, though I own both very poor in wealth, has 
ſhewn to the world an admirable trait of female rectitude; 
when attacked by luring ſmiles and the liberal offers of mo- 
ney to commit in ſubſtance wilful perjury, to ſwear away my 
life, liberty, and jntelle&, ſhe abſolutely reſuſed*: an inſtance 
of virtuous integrity, that I am happy 4 in handing down 10 
future ages for their praiſe and example. 

As a contralt to the preceding, I will relate what paſſed be. 
tween myſelf and Dr. Simmons, in the preſence of Dr. Mus 
ro. One day during his vifit in Crown-ftreet, aſter talking 
on different ſubjects, I expreſſed my ſurpriſe that a gentleman 
of his rank in life, ſet off by the advantage of a carriage, and 
moving in the gentee] ſphere of a phyſician, could ſubmit to 
the degradation of countenancing any longer the cru-l un. 
maily falſehood of ſuppoſed inſanity ? His viſits, as he mul 
plainly perceive, were moſt odions to me, becauſe intende! 
for the moſt unworthy purpoſe. On concluding, he fixed hi: 
eyes fall on my face, and replied as follows, taking up fron 

the table one of my books at the ſame time, Why, Mr. 
t*Rrothers, to deal candidly with you, I do not think yo! 
axe dexanged in the leaſt, nor can any body elſe thiak —_ 
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"juſtice ; but you mu be conſidered ſo for having publiſhed 
« this revealed knowledge as you are pleaſed to term it !” I 
looked with aſtoniſhment, as you may well conceive, to hear 
the extraordinary declaration of © you muſt be conlidered fo.” 
Dr. Munro directly aſked him, in a jocular manner, if he un- 
derſtood the ſcriptures, or ever ſtudied them much? to which 
he replied, ae knew very little, having never read hre 
chapters in them during his life.” I immediately looked at 
Dr. Munro, expreſſing to him by the moſt ſiguificant look, a 
requeſt to remember what was ſaid, and inſtantly after chang- 
ed the converſation, that Dr. Simmons might not have time 
to reſlect on what. be had ſpoke, or opportunity to do it away 
by aſſerting any thing to the contrary. I obſerved Dr. Munro 
ſmile at this, on which 1 concluded he perfectly underitood 
my meaning. 

About a week after this, Dr. Simmons again preſſed me 
to retract all I had aſſerted as erroneous, and the effuſſions of 
my own fancy ; (he had often before urged me to do the ſame) 
when, perceiving his efforts in that way fail, he intimated 
that my obſtinacy (begging my pardon) muſt be ſuppoſed to 
proceed from ſome defection of underſtanding. I, on this, re- 
minded him of our converſation about a week + fore, of his own 
free unbiaſſed declaration to the very contrary of what he now 
ſo very uncivily intimated, and called on him as a gentleman 
poſſeſſing one ſentiment of virtue to contradit it. He bluſh- 
ed, and in an angry tone ſaid, ** Sir, you are critically exact 
Hand your memory 1s too good for me.“ Dr. Munro, to 
prevent any altercation I believe, ſaid with a ſmile, Why, 
Doctor, your memory ſeems to have failed you.” Had 
Dr. Simmons regularly adopted the line of rectitude with reſ- 
pect to me, that his own honeſt confeſũon pointed out as the 
moſt honourable, and certainly in the end the moſt profitable, 
I would have held him up to the world to be praiſed and re- 
warded : but as it is, and circumſtanced as I am, being de- 
nied all appeals to the law—the uſe of counſel or attorney 
my hand writing counterfeited for the purpoſes of impoſition. 
Neceſſity obliges me to ſtate a plain narrative of faQs, as well 
to repel the ſecret deſigus of an unjuſt man, as to convince 
the government how much they have been deceived by miſ- 
repreſentation.” For, indeed, their ſafety, (or that of Lon- 
don) and my confinement are incompatible with each other. 
God is the author of all I have publiſhed, and not one word 
is meant to give the leaſt.,offence 5; but, on the contrary, to 
lave them from the approaching calamities recorded in the 
leripture which neceſſarily attend the reſtoration of his peo- 
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ple, and accompliſhment of his judgments. Somebody myj 
have done this: and ſo far from treating him with crye] 
and injuſtice that is ordered to do it, he ought to be proteQe 
and efteemed. 

When I was firſt announced as the recorded deſcendant 9f 

King David and future ſovereign of the Jews, God took cars 
to reveal me to many perſons, and made them publiſh thei: 
teſtimonies accordingly that my elevated deſignation might be 
regularly witneſſed from London to the world as Chriſt's ſal. 
vation was from Jeruſalem..—Therefore, while the door of 
merey may be open during the remainder of the three years 
and a half, which I am permitted to be comparatively trod. 
den under foot, it will be wiſe and very proper to remove all 
human reſtraint from me; for otherwiſe, as I am the meſſen. 
ger of God and the intended ſovereign of his people, ſo ſure 
as God inhabits the heaven and earth, the overthrow of Lon. 
don, with the death of thouſands, will be the firſt judgment 
to compel my releaſe, and ſubmiſſive acknowledgment of the 
violent injuſtice done to me. 
All this is very plainly mentioned in the ſcripture ; it has 
been already publiſhed, and now by God's command it is a. 
gain, that in his mercy he may ſpare for repentance, or that in 
his juſtice he may puniſh for obſtinacy. 

I have treated in the books I have wrote of divine judg. 
ments ſeparate entirely from, and cannot be accompliſhed by 
any human power; and of events ordered by the divinity 
which no human capacity can trace in their progreſs, nor hu- 
man policy prevent their conſequences in execution : therfore, 
to cenſure what is confeſſedly not underſtood, or to condemn 
what 15 alſo confeſſedly not believed, is not only a cruel in- 
jury to the innocent and blaſphemy againſt God, but muſt for 
ever incur the jult imputation of raſhneſs and want of judg- 
ment on the perſon that does. Where then lies, may J ak, 
the treaſon againſt the King individually, or the crime againſt 
the Government collectively? Surely no man in his right rea- 
ſon will ſay there is any, unleſs I am to be anſwered as Dr. 
Simmons did once that the reaſon he thought them the pro- 
duction of inſanity was, that he could make nothing out of 
them. I aſked him directly if he would impute the ſame to 

Daniel for his viſions, St. John for his Revelation, and to St. 
Paul for his preaching were they now alive and to publiſh 
them ? He in mediately anſwered, though avoiding as I per- 
ceived the direct queſtion, that he would.” 

O Simmons Simmons! by one thoughtleſs action, promp- 
ted by avarice, you have, I am afraid, loſt to me the _ 
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of a million out of London, which its people in their liber- 
ality would preſs me to accept on being revealed: and by the 
ame means you have provoked that judgment which will 
ſhake the globe to its centre, make the dead many, and leave 
the living but few. Read the latter part of the 6th chapter 
Jof the Revelation, and weep. The great and only crime I 
E know of is, my unjuſt confinement, as the meſſenger of God 
be and recorded deliverer and King of the Jews, it will not be 
al. allowed with impunity : therefore publicly acknowledge that 
of error which you have privately acknowledged to me, and 
irs WW endeavour to ſave yourſelf; it will be wiſdom to do ſo, but 
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d. an extreme of folly to refuſe: as I know for certain that 
all WT hereafter the Government will be extremely ſorry for the in- 
n- WE juſtice done to me, and will ſtrictly examine all concerned in 
re it. I will, in juſtice to the two meſſengers of his Majeſty, |

Mr. Roſs and Mr. Higgens, declare they behaved with 
civility ; to the wife of the former gentleman ] am much 
# obliged for ber friendly attention during my confinement,” 
On being delivered over from their charge to Dr. Simmons, 
Mr. Higgens ſaid to him, the Lords of the Council did not 
require but that Mr. Brothers ſhould be treated with every 
« indulgence and civility, and be allowed to ſee the ſame 
friends as here.” All of which he ſolemnly promiſed. I 
very ſoon, however had occaſion to remind him of it, when 
he auſwered with great pompoſity of language, I am an 
* agent of Government; I am not obliged to keep any pro- 
+ miſes in the houſe that I make out of it.” Soon after my 
arrival here on the 4th of May, the medical commiſſioners 
vilited the houſe, which they uſually do twice a year at un- 
ſtated periods: I complained to them, and defired to be re- 
moved to another fituation in preference to a place where the 
laws of the land have no reſpect, and the people themſelves 
no love of juſtice, On going out of the room one gentleman 
in particular ordered with a loud voice (for I heard him, and 
am obliged to him for it) that I ſhould have free liberty to 
walk in the garden at all times that I pleafed, nor be ob- 
ſruged on any account. Sometime after this I had occa- 
ſion to complain and remonſtrate againſt the ruffian-like be- 
laviour of the Doctor; for it was in conſequence of being 
tobbed of ſome money, my trunk rifled, and of being groſsly 
abuſed for having any in my poſſeſſion. The orders of the com- 
miſſioners were now ſet afide in part, and the whole body treat- 
ed with contempt in my perſon: for my liberty of breathing 
bde freſh air was abridged to once a day, the uſual time by 
& *greement being twice. This continued for ſeveral months; 
4 but 
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but as it could not be juſtified to the commiſſioners by tj, 
true reaſon, a falſe one was inſſantly ſubſtituted, which wy, 
tnat I ſhould not throw any letters over the garden wall. |} 
is neceſſary to obſerve that, previous to thts, I had hey 
plundercd, pen and ink taken away, and every poſſible ſcrap 
of paper they could lay hands on: during another vifit of tl 
commithoners laſt year, I had occafion to mention the injuf, 
tice of my confinement, and appealed to their feelings, 3 
men of ſenſe and humanity, to remedy it. I intreated like. 
wiſe as they were appointed by the legiſlature of this counts; 
to controul the proceedings of theſe houſes, and releaſe the iu. 
jured from them, to be diſcharged. The gentleman that! 
particularly addrefled myſelf to, with fo much benignity and 
feeling as reflect the higheſt honour on his head and lis 
heart, replied, © Well, Mr. Brothers, we will fee and ge 
it done.” This gentleman, on going down directly after, 
was addreſſed by the woman of the houſe, with a declaration 
that I ſpoke very iacoherently ; this was her uſual privic: 
to deter me from complaining,- or requeſting to be liberated, 
believe ſhe wes inſtructed by her colleague to avow tie 
barefaced falſehood, as well from the benefit accruing from 
my confinement, as that the commiſſioners ſhould appear 
profeſſionally inferior and infignificant in the exerciſe of theit 
authority—as I will plainly demonſtrate, not only by the 
preceding declaration to the commiſſioners, but by her own 

ſubſequent conſeſſion, and the behaviour of Dr. Simmons. 
I took an opportunity after this to reproach Mrs. Holme; 
on the cruelty and injuſtice of her conduct, obſerving to her 
in the moſt impreſſing manner I could, that nature had be. 
{towed on her a good heart, with an open countenauce to {how 
it; but I was extremely ſorry to find either contradicted in 
the leaſt by what ſhe had alerted, that I appeared of cou: 
very contemptible as ] ſaid little, and ſubmiſſively gave way 
to every falſchood and infult; but aſſured her, the time 
would arrive when all that was done to my injury would re- 
coil, and that my friendſhip hereafter. only could fave her 
from ruin. Oz this; ſhe eried; and ſaid, „I have been 
greatly impoſed on lace I have beeu a widow; and, iu- 
<« deed, the way of life I am in, is not perfectly agreeable 
„ to me: but what can 1 do??“ Dr. Simmons, on hearing

9: clouds,“ and elegantly concludes the ſentence by a ſecond 
eompariton to a flock of doves in ſwift flight returning to their

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houſe. His words were, Who are theſe which come thick 
* as the clouds and fly ſwift like the doves to their windows?” 
but in the preſent Engliſh verſion the laſt part of the ſentence 
is put firſt, and the original text is entirely perverted as well 
as deſpoiled of its native beauty, by giving the clouds wing, 
and leaving the doves without any to get forward as well a; 
they can. Such is the ſimile however in the Engliſh bible, 
but ſo unſcemly and diſcordant a one dare not appear in any 
other book. There are ſeveral faults of the ſame kind through. 
out the ſcripture, where the meaning of the text is injured by 
the palpable ignorance or negle& of the tranflator. For to 
make what may be called a good tranſlation, and at the ſame 
time ſo highly finiſhed in neatneſs of expreſſion as to render it 
inſtructive and agreeable to read, the true ſenſe ought to be 
ſtudiouſly conveyed from one language into the other by the 
alemblage of more or fewer words as the propriety of del. 
cription will allow, keeping as cloſe as poſſible to the meaſure 
and numbers of the original: for as ſome languages require 
fewer words to cxpreſs a ſentence, ſo others again require 
more; conſequently to make a good tranſlation the entire ſenſe 
muſt be expreſſed more than the bare literal words. 
Another inſtance of incorrectneſs I will make evidenti; 
plain, as well to increaſe the number of thoſe I have already 
made, ſo as to demonſtrate the abſolute juſtice of a new tranſl. 
tion of the Bible (for the ſame things uttered in Hebrew, 2 
the ſon of Sirach expreſſes, and tranſlated into another tongue 
have not the ſame force in them: and not only thoſe things, 
bat the Jaw itſelf, the prophets, and the other books have 10 
imall differen& when tranſlated from their own into a foreign 
language,) which may be obtained by offering a ſuitable con. 
penſation for the trouble; and to make the taſk more caly i 
might be divided into three parts, and out of the number ct 
_ manuſcripts offered, ten of the beſt ſhould be ſelected, and ir 
proportion to their merit, each ſhould be diſtingniſbed by: 
proper reward, enlarging the emolument gradually, and allo 
liberally to the one moſt approved. By adopting this method, 
the molt exact and elegant tranſlation might be procured for 
public benefit : ſuch a one as would pleaſe the ſenſes and in- 
prove the underſtanding. And God knows it is very much 
required; for its preſent language is uncouth, and its trans. 
tion is imperſect. It can no longer be a matter of ſ{urpriiet
